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KEEP UP AGITATION 


Good Roads Are Within Our Reach if 


We Demand Them. 


We believe all progressive citizens 


of Bedford County have become in- 
terested in the work of improving 
our public highways, especially in the 
advanced measures pursued by some 
of the leading citizens of our neigh- 
boring township. 


The writer, at least, is anxious that 


this may not be the end, but the be- 
ginning of the employment of a more 
systematic method of "working out," 
as the saying goes, the taxes levied 
from year to year for road purposes. 
As in many other things, we are just 
beginning to see the folly of our old 
ways. 


Our state has made appropriations 


for keeping in repairs dirt roads, as 
If our roads have been at some time 
during the past really rightly con- 
structed. 


The fact of the matter is our fore- 


fathers have, in many instances, sim- 
ply followed the cow paths and deer 
paths through the forests, laying low 
the timber just sufficient for them 
to get through by their rude means 
of travel. The paths have been trav- 
eled down through the ages, ruts 
have been cut, making ditches, most- 
ly two, one for each wheel. In many 
places these ditches have widened 
and deepened until, instead of the 
two, we have one ditch or a water 
way, which most of us seem content 
to hunt our way over and acept as a 
public highway. 


However, we have been trying to 


prevent by the means of breakers and 
culverts the ultimate destruction of 
what we call our roads. How well 
we have succeeded in adding any im-

provements needs only the argu- 
ments of our oldest citizens; some 
claiming they are better today than 
they -were twenty-five or fifty years 
ago, others argue they are not. We 
•will not stop to argue this point, but 
will only say that we are not satisfied 
with their present condition. 
No 


doubt our fathers saw visions of bet- 
ter things for the future 


We have all heard this problem of 


better roads or "Good Roads" dis- 
cussed not only by the humblest citi- 
zen, 
but the more enlightened and 


scientific genius, and in summing it 
all up we find the problem has not 
been entirely solved to fit twentieth 
-century conditions. 


Our National Government has fig- 


ured that 45,000,000 or the 90,000,- 
000 dollars "worked out" annually 
on our township roads is practically 
wasted. We will not attempt to prove 
or disprove fhis statement, but if it 
be true, it is due to our attempt to 


— keep in repair the cow paths that 


were chosen a half century or more 
ago for our public highways. Dur- 
ing the past ten or twelve years as a 
member of the auditing committee of 
Harrison Township, I have been in 
close touch with the manner in which 
the moneys have been "worked out," 
the whole system appearing at times 
& mere farce; possibly a more suitable 
term would be "farmed out." 


This is intended as the first of a

Will point out later and in detail 
some of the unnecessary expenditures 
now employed on our roads and try 
JLo show and 
emphasize some of 


the necessary and less expensive 
means which are now being prac- 
ticed.

No Nurse Crop Needed—Seed Should 


Be Inoculated. 


The failure of clover on manj 


farms this season has compelled som 
change of plans. What are we to do 
with those fields? 


The very best way to handle these 


fields is to get them in shape at once 
and seet 
timothy, without any nurse crop 
The following quotation is from Prof 
W. J. Spillman's book on "Farm 
Grasses," and states better than 
could hope to the exact conditions 
that I have observed over and over 
again in the fields, viz 


"Just why wheat or other gram 


sown with the grass should be called 
a nurse crop is not clear. 
It would 


be more appropriate to call it a rob- 
ber crop. The idea that it protects 
the grass probably arose from the 
fact that, when the grain is removed 
in hot, dry weather, the grasses are 
apt to dry up. Having been shaded 
and weakened by the grain, they are 
unable to bear the full heat of the 
sun, particularly when the supply of 
moisture is short, and the grain crop 
has robbed them of their scant sup- 
ply." 


Again I quote from Prof. Spillman 


(p. 84) as follows: "It is well known 
that when timothy is sown in the fall 
with grain it does not make a crop 
the next year. But it is not so well 
known that when timothy is sown in 
the late summer or early fall without 
a nurse crop it makes the best crop 
of its life the next year. 
Another 


method, used extensively by the most 
progressive farmers, is to sow all the 
grass and clover seed together in the 
late summer or early fall (usually 
late in August) without a nurse crop. 
This gives an abundant harvest of 
hay the next year." 


Let us apply these statements to 


our local conditions. We can divide 
the farms into two classes: (1) those 
on which there has been little or no 
trouble hi getting good stands of 
clover, and (2) those which have 
been having trouble with the clover 
frequently. 
With the former class 


the fall seeding of timothy and the 
spring seeding of clover bring satis- 
factory results and no change is sug- 
gested 
With the latter class a stand 


of clover is much surer where the 
seeding is made in August, after 
gram has been harvested. Until such 
lands have been restored to normal 
production of clover the latter meth- 
od of seeding will undoubtedly give 
the best returns for money and labor. 
Moreover it is very important to get 
stands of clover worked into the ro- 
tation to prevent the running down

Winslow, Ariz., August 22, 1911

Dear Sir:—After a long delay 


fill a promise I made you, that o 
writing a sketch of ray journey t 
this far-away land of Arizona. 
We 
started from 
Cessna August 7th 


traveled over the Allegheny Moun 
tain and reached Pittsburg at night 
Our view of the country was hid un 
til we reached Chicago. Here again 
we were changed into "new scenerj 
after embarking on the "Santa Fe.' 
This road travels through a wonder 
f ul corn - belt. 
The principal crops 
were corn and oats, all through Illi- 
nois and Kansas.

carry were visible, when again night 
set in before we reached Kansas City 
much to our regret. 
This famous 


city holds an important place in the

Southwest. The vast plains whereon 
the Indian and buffalo roamed su- 
preme are now cultivated and sus- 
tain millions of cattle, mules and 
lorses. 
We passed through Hutch- 
inson. 
From here the froad winds 
along the Arkansas River "with oc- 
casional digressions."

Vegas along the Cimarron River, 
Colorado is first seen as a plateau 
of 4,000 feet above the seal level, 
iailway and river continue, close 
neighbors through the gently ascend- 
ng plains here.

LESSON 
L— Isaiah's prophecy con 


cerning Sennacherib (Isa. xxxvii, 14- 
38). Golden Text; Pa. xlvi, 1, "God ia 
our refuge and strength, a very pres- 
ent help in trouble." Sennacherib is In 
the line of Cain and Pharaoh and all 
enemies of God and His people to be 
consummated in the blaspheming anti- 
christ of the last days, back of whom 
and through whom is always seen the 
devil. 'The devotion of Hezekiah to 
the living and true God was too much 
for the great adversary, and so he 
stirred up the king of Assyria against 
Hezekiah. But see how two men who 
knew God prevailed in prayer. 


LESSON II. — The- suffering servant of 


Jehovah (Isa. lii, 3, to liii, 12). Golden 
Text, Isa. liii, 6, "The Lord hath laid 
on Him "the iniquity of us all." We 
find this record right in the midst of 
the last part of Isaiah, the middle 
chapter of the middle section, and the 
middle verse is liii, 5, which gives us 
the heart of all "Scripture. If with His 
stripes we have been -healed, then as 
His redeemed ones standing against 
the world, the flesh and the devil, we 
must be content to suffer with Him 
and count it a great privilege (Phil. 1, 
29; I Pet. iv, 13; v, 1. 10). We shall 
be satisfied when He is (liii, 11). 


LESSON in.— Manasseh's wickedness 


and penitence (if Chron. xxxiii, 1-20). 
Golden Text, Isa. i, 16, 17, "Cease to 
do evil, learn to do well." Of all the 
wicked kings of the ten tribes none 
exceeded Ahab in wickedness, but 
Manasseh in Judah seems to have ex- 
ceeded him. By comparing II Kings 
xxi with our lesson chapter we see 
how fearful the record is. It looks as 
if he did the very worst that he could 
do. The conversion of such a "wicked 
man should greatly encourage parents 
who have ungodly children, for God is 
full" of mercy. 


LESSON IV. — Josiah's devotion to God 


(II Chron. iii, 4, 1-13). Golden Text, 
Eccles. xii. 1, "Remember now thy 
Creator in the days of thy youth." 
This boy king probajjly knew only of 
his father's zeal for God, and may 
have been thus inspired with a similar 
zeal. 
When he was only sixteen he 


began to seek God earnestly, and when 
he was twenty he purged the land 
from idolatry and did that which the 
man of God said" 300 years before that 
he would do (I Kings xiii, 2; IJT- Things 
xxiii, 16). When he was twenty-six 
he began to repair the house of the 
Lord his God. 


LESSON V.— The finding of the book 


of the law <Il Chron. sqodv, 14-33). 
Golden Text, Ps. cxbr, 11, "Thy word 
have I hid in my heart -that I might 
not sin against Thee." As he went 
on in his good work, God gave him 
more light by causing the book of the 
law to be found. This was a fulfill- 
ment of the word, "Then shall we 
know If we follow on to know the 
Lord" (Hos. vi, 3). If we act up to the 
light we have, God will in some way 
send us more. The Lord knew that 
Josiah would inquire into this and be

Th«i largest-of-all; the (flowers of the 


worJd Is B,ald_to be the Rafflesia, a na- 
tive 'of '•'SuT-Htra, so dalled after Sir 
Stamford Raffles. This immense flow- 
er is composed of five round petals 
of a ..farlcklsh color, each -measuring a 
foot across. These are covered with 
numerous irregular yellowish white 
swellings. 


The petals surround a cup nearly, a 


foot wide, the margin of which "bears 
the stamens. The cup of the Rafflesla 
is filled with a fleshy disk, the upper 
surface of which Is covered with pro- 
jections like miniature cowa" horns.
